The former called upon the 


latter and expressed the belief that 
another conference would be bene- 
ficial. Oalhausen and Wentz at once 
called a meting of officials of the 
road who had served on the old con- 
ference committee and it was decided 
to meet this afternoon. The only dif- 
ference between the representatives 
of the engineers and firmexx and the 
officials was as to the particpation 
of the trainmen in the meeting of 
this afternoon.

•the kidneys, about one-ninth of a 
grain of mercury, and in the liver, 
an unweighable quantity of mercury, 
There Was not sufficient mercury to 
cause death, but the presence of it in 
the organs indicated that a larger 
quantity had been taken by the de- 
ceased, but just how much he could 
not determine. Witness said he had 
seen the brain and lungs, but was 
unable to tell of their condition, as 
he is not sufficiently conversant with 
rthese organs to give an expert opin- 
ion. On cross-examination the pro- 
fessor said that traces of mercury 
wxmld remain in the system several 
months after the drug had been in- 
troduced into the body. He could not 
say how long the fumes of chloro- 
form would remain about a person 
to whom the drug was administered 
by inhalation. 


Professor Williams' testimony con

SITE TO HEART DISEASE, 


Mr. Spencer's death, which occur- 


red at 8 o'clock Wednesday evening 
at his home, 715 Meridian street, 
was due to heart affection coming as 
the culmination of a protracted 
period of ill-health. For some years 
lytr. Spencer had been a suffeier from 
chronic catarrh, and though in fail- 
ing1 health for several months, was 
able to be about until a week ago, 
when he was compelled to take to -his 
bed. 
A severe attack of 'grippe in 


November last had aggravated the 
catarrhal trouble, and following it 
came the heart 
weakness which 


ended in his death. For two days pre- 
ceding his death the patient had been 
in a, semi-conscious starte, and im- 
mediately preceding his death was 
unable to recognize the members of 
his family. Dr. W. S. Tomlin, the 
family physician, had called Dr. 
Heniy Jameson in consultation, but 
th-e physicians were unable to stay 
the progress of the disease, and the 
patient passed peacefully away. 


RECEIVED WITH SORROW. 
News of Mr. Spencer's deaith was 


received with muck sorrow among 
prominent public men in Indianapo- 
lis, with nearly a 11 of whom the 
farmer pension agent was intimately 
acquainted. 
Ex-Senator 
Tuipie, 


whose recommendation secured QKCr. 
Spencer the apointment as pension 
agent, was much 
affected 
by the 


news of his death, and spoke in high- 
esit terms of his ability and character. 


"I am very sorry to hear of the 


death of Mr, Spencer," sai'd he. "I 
have known him for a number of 
years. He served two terms as clerk 
of Allen county with great afolity 
and credit to himself and his party. 
He was eminently fitted for the po- 
sition for the reason that he had 
practiced law before his election. He 
was upright and honest in the dis 
charge of his duties and he left the 
office with the good will and regard 
of the citizens of that county. 


"When the question of the ap- 


pointment of a pension agent came 
up when I was in the United States 
senate, Mr, Spencer was lecommend- 
ed for the position* He was unani* 
tnously indorsed by the citizens of 
Allen county, wheie he was best 
known, and this fact, together with 
the fact that he was an old soldier, 
led -us to recomend him for the ap- 
pointment. We believed he would 
make an efficient officer, anti we were 
not disappointed, His record as a 
pension agent, as in all other posi- 
tions in which he served, is of the 
very best, 


"Aside from his honesty and integ- 


rity, Mr. Spencer was a very devout 
man. 
He had a keen appreciation for 


tine right and was at all times atten- 
dant upon his religious duties. When 
I learned of his illness I longed to 
call and see him, but was not able to 
do so. One by one 'those with whom 
I was well acquainted and for whom 
I hoM a high regard, have passed 
away, Mr, Spencer's life was well 
worth the living."

NATIVE OF INDIANA, 


Martin Van Bureau Spencer was 


born in Knox towwahip. Jay county. 


In<L, October 15, 1840. He was the 


venth son of Jamea and 
Sarah 


Spencer, who were among the ear- 
liest settlers of eastern Indiana* His 
early years were passed in the man- 
ner of the average boy of his time, 
the hardships of pioneer life being 
shared by the younger as well as 
the older generation. 
"Wliat little 


schooling there was to be had young 
Spencer mastered, tand at an early 
age entered the Fort Waynfc Metho- 
dist college. There he obtained a 
good education, and at graduation 
decided to follow out an inclination 
toward the legal profession, which 
he had entertained since boyhood. 
Accordingly, in 1861, he entered rlie 
office of Hon. David Studebaker, at 
Itectatur, where he 
remained until 


August, 1862, studying law. For a 
part of the time he also taught a dis- 
trict school, to obtain the funds with 
which to prosecute his studies* 


SERVED AS A SOLDIER. 


The breaking out of the civil war 


caused an interruption to hia school 
work and his law studies, for he de* 
tcrmmad to offer himself in defense 
of the threatened union. He enlisted 
as a private in company H, Eighty- 
ninth regiment, Indiana volunteers, 
and served one year. He saw som* 
hard service and won his way up to 
a lieutenancy. At the end of (a year 
he was tendered a position on the 
staff of General Smith, then, dm com- 
mand of the western army, which 
would have invested him with tne 
rank 'of colonel, but his service had 
impaired his health and 
he was 


obMgcd to resign. 


He then returned to 3Toa*t "Wayne 


and resumed Qiis law studies in the 
office of Hon. Moses Jenkinson, 
Ho 


was admitted to the bar and imme- 
diately wna given a partnership with 
Mi\ J^nkinson, and, upon th& de&th 
of that piotueer "hamster, succeeded 
to his practice. For thirteen years, 
or xintil 1878, he was a successful 
practiti on er,

IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


In politics Mr. Spencer was a dem- 


ocrat and always <a zealous worker 
for the party's interests!, 
In 1878 


he was nominated for the office of 
county clerk and 
elected, serving 


until 1882. At the expiration of his 
term 'he again, a-esumed hris law prac- 
tice, in which he continued until his 
'appointment to the office of state pen- 
sion ageoit, dii 1894, "by President 
Cleveland. 
He was supplanted in 


that position in 1898 'by ex-Con- 
gress-man J". (D, Leighty, of St. Joe. 
Since his retirement from that office 
Mr. Spencer has been engaged in the 
manufacture of (acetylene gas appar- 
atus until last October, when failing- 
health forced 1mm to relinquish his 
business altogether.

TO TEST N6W..IJ-U) GUNS 


BOARD OF ORDNANCE MAKES 


PREPARATIONS, 


Among New Ouns is One Modeled on 


the French Gun, the Secret of 


Which Was Purchased. 


Washington, April 11.—Prepara- 


tions are making for quite an ex- 
tensive and important test of field 
guns at Sandy Hook some time in 
May. 


At present the army is not well 


equipped with field guns, compared 
with other nations, and the war de- 
partment wishes to obtain the very 
best guns possible for the equipment 
of this important branch of the serv- 
ice. 
The tests at Sandy Hook will be 


under the direction of the board of 
ordnance and fortifications, composed 
of Lieutenant General Miles, com- 
manding the army; General Wilson, 
chief of engineers; General Buffing- 
ton, 
chief 
of 
ordnance; Colonel 


Rodgers, artillery 
corps; 
Colonel 


Randolph, chief of artillery; ex- Rep- 
resentative Henderson, the civilian 
member of the board, and two artil- 
lery officers yet to be assigned to the 
board. 


The board not only will test such 


guns as may be presenteu by manu- 
facturers and inventors, but i£ is ex- 
pected that the new gun modeled on 
the plan of the French field gun and 
constructed uncUr the diiection of 
the board of ordnance and toitifica- 
tions will be tested. 


The plans for this gun were ob- 


tained by an army officer who was 
sent abroad last summer and who 
claimed to have secured complete de- 
tails of this gun, which artillery ex- 
perts have asserted is the best in the 
world. The mechanisni of this gun 
has been concealed and its secret 
carefully guarded by the Trench gov- 
ernment. The report that the United 
States army had obtained the plans 
of the French gun caused consider- 
able comment at the time it was 
made public, and since then the pro- 
cedure of the department with refer- 
ence to the gun have been watched 
with interest by ordnance experts. 


The F:ench government has not 


guarded more carefully the mechan- 
ism of its gun than the board of ord- 
nance has the making of the new 
field gun which is expected to be 
tested in May. 


STEEL CONTRACT.

The 
price for the rails wiill be $32 a ton 
and the fishplates $34 a ton, The 
order is therefore worth $110,700. 
The rails are to be us*ed for the ex 
ten-sion of the electric sy&tean, ownea 
by the city itself. Fully nine-tenths 
of the first equipment 'of the road, 
amounting to $900,000, was pur- 
chJased in the United States. This 
rail contract will be the largest eve* 
placed in this city fot'use in Great 
Britain, The Loradn Steel company 
of Ohio gets the order.

of Dint pioneer "barrister, succeeded 
to li-is practice. 
For thirteen years, 


or until 18T8, he was a successful 
practitioner. 


IN PUBLIC LIFE. 


In politics Mr. Spencer was -a dem- 


ocrat and always a zealous worker 
for tho party's interests*. 
In 1875 


he V.-H9 nominated for the office of 
county clerk and 
elected, serving 


until 1882. 
At the expiration of his 


term '3ie again resumed bis law prac- 
tice, in which he continued until his 
appointment to the office of state pen- 
sion agent, in. 1894, by 
President 


Cleveland. 
He was supplanted In 


that position in 1898 by ex-Con- 
gressman. J. 'D. Leighty, of St. Joe. 
Since; his retirement from that office 
Mr. Spencer has bseii engaged in tho 
manufacture of 'acetylene gas appar- 
atus until last October, when failing- 
health forced "him to relinquish his 
business al together.

•Mr. Spencer was married June 11,
